video taped from a helicopter and 
showedjit on the local news. The 
story was picked up by a news wire 
sen ice pnd eventually made it to a 
local paper where Arnold Dunning 
a Maine Mufon member saw it. 
Amie started the investigation and 
found the circle had already been 
plowed under. He was able to re¬ 
cover a copy of the news broadcast 
video. The TV station had reused 
the original video. Can you believe 
it? But, all was not lost, believe it 
or not, (here was a woman v isiting 
the areq where the circle was spot¬ 
ted. She was, as luck would have 
it, interested in the crop circle 
enigma and took soil and crop 
sample^. They were sent out for 
evaluation. Whoever she is, she de¬ 
serves a huge thanks. Amie will get 
further developments to us as time 
and information become available. 
The technical data are as follow's: 
Location, -near Ashland ME. Dis¬ 
covered, August 20, 1993. Crop 
was ripe oat^ with still green clover 
at the base./Crop was planted and 
ployyCd under to give the normally 
potato planted field a rest this year. 
Circle was estimated at 55 feet in 
diameter. Configuration was a ring 
around a circle. The ring was esti 














mated at 6 feet thick with a 4 foot 
space to the circle. Circle was 
swirled in the counter clockwise 
direction with possible braiding of 
the pattern. 

More Crop Circle information 
was received from Colin Andrews 
of C.P.R. (Circles Phenomenon Re¬ 
search). The last crop circle of 
1993 was in the shape of a round 
flower aligned with a hedge row 
surrounding the field. Laboratory 
tests have not been completed as 
yet. As most of you know. New 
Hampshire Mufon funded labora¬ 
tory testing of the 1993 crop circle 
formations researched by C.P.R. 
We are expecting the results of this 
testing shortly and will report in 
detail to you when available. This 
may be available by our next state 
meeting. 

As I sit here writing this newslet¬ 
ter, Colin Andrews is preparing for 
his major address at the United Na¬ 
tions. He will describe in detail the 
happenings in the world of crop 
markings as he did at our confer¬ 
ence last month. As a nuts and 
bolts type researcher he has asked 
on every occasion possible for 
help, answers, constructive criti¬ 
cism, anything that w ould lead to 
the explanation of how, what, who, 
and why this phenomenon is tak¬ 
ing place, Many of us have re¬ 
sponded. There are however, many 
who seek to discredit him and oth¬ 
ers who are doing the “good work.” 
Just as Colin is working right now, 
and I am here typing into this com¬ 
puter, there is a major production 
underw ay to explain all crop mark¬ 
ings as hoaxes. This will take place 
in the form of a TV presentation 
slated for release at the same time 


Colin is addressing the United Na¬ 
tions. By major, I mean MAJOR. 
Many hundreds of man hours and 
thousands of pounds have been 
reportedly expended on this 
project. It looks as if the debunk¬ 
ers have found heavy duty finan¬ 
cial support for their efforts. Not 
that Doug and Dave didn’t do their 
damage even as ridiculous as they 
were. It will be interesting to see 
how the debunkers explain how the 
cellular structure changes are done. 
Or the magnetic changes in the 
soil. Or the cry stalline changes of 
crop material. Or the lack of physi¬ 
cal damage to the crop when laid 
down. Or how the manpower was 
provided to make al 1 the circles. Or 
how they traveled all over the 
globe hoaxing circles. And then 
the monstrous question. WHY all 
the deceitful debunking ? 

Lost Blue Book Records have 
found there way to the CAUS 
(Citizens Against UFO Secrecy) 
files. Barry Greenwood the editor 
of JUST CAUSE said Professor 
Herbert Strentz a former research 
associate with the University of 
Colorado's Condon Committee is 
responsible for making the files 
available to CAUSE. Professor 
Strentz saved from destruction 
thirty-two rolls of 35mm film of 
April to September 1952 press 
clipping coverage; two rolls of 
35mm film reacting to the April 7, 
1952 Life magazine article, “Have 
We Visitors from Outer Space?” 
Reels 1,7,8,9 of Project Sign sum¬ 
maries (microfilm produced by the 
Air Force for circulation to scien¬ 
tists for analysis and comment) 
These summaries cover cases 1-72, 
then 172-237; two rolls titled “Var¬ 
ied UFO, First Part” and “1965 El 


Toro,” and lots more. As stated in 
JUST CAUSE Number 37, Sep¬ 
tember 1993 issue, CAUSE re¬ 
ceived about 32,000 pages of 1952 
UFO press coverage and 8,000 
pages of other records from the 
early years of UFO history. This 
data will make fascinating reading. 
Who knows what blockbuster data 
is hidden in all that information. 1 
am sure it will all come out in the 
JUST CAUSE newsletter. If you 
wish to subscri be to JUST CAUSE 
Write to: CAUSE P.O. Box 218 
Coventry, CT 06238.

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Case Log: 

During the night of August 17, 
1993 a man crashed his car after 
having been chased by aliens, he 
said. A medical check revealed no 
drags or alcohol in his system. He 
was sent for a psychological evalu¬ 
ation. The police officer investigat¬ 
ing the accident said a news truck 
driver was following the man and 
observed him driving on the wrong 
side of the road at a high rate of 
speed. This news truck driver didn’t 
see any aliens chasing the driver. 
The news truck didn’t look like a 
UFO and the truck driver didn’t 
look like an alien. This all took 
place in EXETER, and, we all 
know what happened in Exeter 
many years ago. 

On June 26,1993 a woman sighted 
a black mass in the sky that lit up 
with white and yellow lights. The 
time was between 9 and 10 PM. 
She was riding in a car on Rt. 3 
South of Manchester near Bedford, 
NH. The lights were rotating 
counter clockwise. This case was 
investi gated by Walter Friesendorf 
and Doyle Bradley. After check¬ 
ing with a local sky writing adver¬ 
tising company, it was determined 
what was seen was most likely the 
advertising plane. 

On August 8, 1993 two w itnesses 
from Fitzwilliam, NH saw a spin¬ 
ning set of red and green lights high 
in the sky. The time was approxi¬ 
mately 1:00 AM. Every once in a 
while it would shoot out bright 
white objects. The object was ob¬ 
served for more than two hours. 
The witnesses said sometimes the 
red lights were on top with the green 
lights on the bottom and after a 
while they would reverse. The 


lights were said to be brighter than 
the brightest star. This case is still 
under investigation. 

Just in is a potentially significant 
case involving three ladies having 
observed a low flying boomerang or 
flying "V" device in the Colebrook 
area. Sandra Black is checking into 
this interesting case which took place 
as the three witnesses were taking a 
morning w alk The ''V 1 ' had a white 
lightat the point and red lights down 
the sides. A s the device moved over¬ 
head they could hear a "whooshing" 
sound. It was also seen by another 
person driving by in a truck. We will 
get an update at our state meeting. 

On September 14, 1993 at about 9 
PM a NH Mufon Member was driv¬ 
ing in central Vermont when a large 
white light, larger than the moon 
came flying by his car. The window 
was open but no sound was heard. 
It continued to a point where it was 
only 20 to 25 feet off the ground and 
just disappeared. No crash was 
heard. We are getting more infor¬ 
mation on this one and it will be for¬ 
warded to the Vermont folks for fur¬ 
ther checking.
